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Dr. Hurt has written on a subject about which there exists a great deal 
of confusion among sincere Christians. Having devoted years of study to the 
subject, he is in position to speak with authority. His treatise is divided in 
sections, and the Scripture passages listed at the close of each should be 


carefully studied. 





“FOR THE FIRST TIME in my life 

I have seen something of which 
there is enough,” was the astonishing 
cry of a little lady as she beheld the vast 
expanseless sea for the first time. She 
had lived in poverty all her life, know- 
ing fierce restrictions.

In Romans, the great Apostle declar- 
es that Gentiles and Jews are alike un- 
der sin and one no better than the other 
as far as the requirements of salvation 
are concerned. There is none righteous. 
All are guilty before God. Death reigns 
because all have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God. Everyone needs a 
Saviour. This is man’s natural state. re- 
gardless of nationality. But God has not 





forsaken man. A plan of redemption 
was conceived before the foundation of 
the world. 

He being omniscient knew, before- 
hand, of the catastrophe that would be- 
fall man and was not taken off guard. 
The plan provided for the coming of 
the Son of God into the world through 
the virgin birth, to give His life that 
“whosoever believeth in him shall re- 
ceive remission of sins.” 

The Saviour came to lift mankind, 
not a particular tribe or race. Jesus is 
the Son of Man. He is the Son of God. 
He belongs to the whole world, to you, 
to me, to everybody. 

















His plan of redemption is as univer- 
sal, as generous, as gracious, and with- 
out respect of persons, as were His acts 
of creation. He changes not. He does 
not and cannot reverse Himself.

OD HAS never been without a faith- 
ful witness, no matter how wicked the 
generation. As the Gulf Stream flows

The Senate crisis, precipitated by censure charges against Senator 
McCarthy, produced great moments of statesmanship ... when certain 
leaders made speeches destined to rank with the most important ever given 
in the halls of Congress. One such message was delivered by Senator 
William E. Jenner, a condensation of which is herewith reproduced. A vet- 
eran newspaper man at the Capital remarked after its delivery: “I have 
found my man for the 1956 presidential race.” 





R. JENNER. Mr. President, we are 

gathered here in this Chamber for 
a most solemn duty. Six Members of 
the United States Senate have brought 
in resolutions of censure against an- 
other Senator. The work of this body 
has been seriously interrupted during 
most of the year. One of our most im- 
portant senatorial committees has been 
at a standstill since spring. 


Now 96 Senators from all 48 States 
are obliged to take time they should 
spend in their constituencies, to come 
here and decide the issue raised by a 
few Members. 


It is a serious thing even to consider 
censuring a Member of the United 
States Senate. 

As the senior Senator from Georgia 
(Mr. George) said, in a memorable de- 
bate in 1949, the Federal Government 
did not create the States. The States cre- 
ated the Federal Government. The States 
put into the Constitution the require- 
ment that the Senate is to be composed 
of an equal number of Senators — two 
— from each State, wholly without re- 
gard to the ratio of the population of 


the State to the total population of all 
the States. 


The primary function of the Senate, 
said the senior Senator from Georgia, 
“is not legislation in the strict sense.” 


“Its primary and main function, in- 
deed, in certain important matters, par- 
takes of the nature of conference and 
negotiation between sovereignties.” 


The States cannot be deprived of 
their right to equal representation with 
other States, in the Senate, even by a 
constitutional amendment. Our Consti- 
tution is designed to insure that the 
States are no whit less important than 
the Federal Government. 


It is our proud boast that the Na- 
tional Government is primus inter pares, 
first among equals. No authority exists 
in our Constitution which can put 
limits on the opinions of a Senator from 
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a sovereign State, unless the Senate is 
prepared to expel him. 


We want no leadership government 
in the United States, in which opinions 
are decided at the center and allowed 
to trickle back to the States and the peo- 
ple. 


We. want no pyramidal government, 
in which those nearest to the seat of 
power in Washington, or those highest 
in the official hierarchy, lay down a 
party line for the rest to follow. 


We want no monolithic government 
in the United States, in which opinions, 
once decided by a majority, or a favor- 
ed few, are then imposed on the rest of 
the Nation, as is the way in totalitarian 
systems. 


Under our form of government the 
people of each State speak on national 
affairs with their own voice, through 
their chosen spokesmen, the Senators 
and Representatives from their sover- 
eign States. In our country, as in any 
true representative system, public opin- 
ion and political power are a compo- 
site of the whole people, with all their 
varieties of opinion and judgment. 
Agreement is not imposed by anyone. It 
is arrived at by full and free debate. 


Representatives of any part of the 
Nation are and must be free to try to 
win over their colleagues by fair and 
open argument, at any time. That means 
that the Senate of the United States 
must, at all costs, preserve and protect 
the right to dissent. 


It is the great pride of this body that 
it is the last refuge of complete freedom 
of debate left in this world. No Member 
is bound by any commitment to anyone 
or anything above his oath to support 
the Constitution, as his conscience dic- 
tates. 

We have none of the party discipline 
which has wrecked representative gov- 
ernment in Britain and the Continent. 


We have no executive supremacy. We 
permit no power in the majority to bind 
the minority. 

The Members of this body, speaking 


as ambassadors from sovereign States 
to the ambassadors from their sister 
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States, cherish deeply their tradition of 
freedom of speech and of opinion. 


We cannot censure a fellow Member 
unless we must. We cannot impose on 
any Member of this body standards 
which we would not impose on all pres- 
ent and future Members of the Senate. 
We cannot impose on the representative 
of the sovereign State of Wisconsin any 
limitations which we would not readily 
impose on the sovereign people of Mass- 
achusetts, Georgia, Texas, or Nevada. 


The Senate, conscious of the heavy 
responsibilities imposed upon it by the 
Members who brought up the censure 
issue, voted last summer to refer the 
resolutions to a select committee of this 


body. 
x ke % 


STATE, here and now, Mr. President, 

that the select committee, charged 
with investigating the censure resolu- 
tions, did not consider the question as- 
signed, and did not bring in a true bill. 
We cannot vote for, or against, the 
charges in the indictment, because the 
indictment is in error. 


I wish to state, Mr. President, that the 
most important evidence on the ques- 
tion, was not considered by the select 
committee. The evidence. which does not 
appear in the committee proceedings is 
the all-important evidence that the jun- 
ior Senator from Wisconsin was fight- 
ing a conspiracy. 


A misdeed by an individual against 
an individual is one thing. The struggle 
of an individual against a conspiracy 
is quite another matter, in law and in 
fact. 
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To bring in a censure resolution 
against a Senator, while ignoring a con- 
spiracy against him, is like bringing in 
an indictment for murder against a pri- 
vate citizen, while ignoring the evidence 
that a goon squad had made nightly at- 
tempts to murder him and his wife and 


his children. 


I have made some inquiries into the 
law of conspiracy, Mr. President. 


Like so many legal problems of to- 
day, the doctrine of conspiracy requires 
deeper inquiry in our time than was 
needed in the era of political stability 
we enjoyed for nearly 200 years. 


Conspiracy is not a serious problem 
where law and order prevail and sov- 
ereignty is unchallenged. Conspiracy is 
a problem of deadly seriousness, where 
the rule of law is challenged, or sover- 
eignty is threatened, by groups working 
to destroy the Nation. 


We are face to face with the problem 
of conspiracy as it was understood in 
the long centuries in which political 
order was uncertain, and no one could 
take the rule of law for granted. 


The principle of conspiracy is that 
when two or more persons agree. to act 
in a way which is injurious to others 
they are guilty of a crime. 


A conspiracy is defined as — 


“A combination of two or more per- 
sons, by concerted action, to accomplish 
some unlawful, oppressive, or immoral 
action, or to accomplish some purpose, 
not of itself unlawful, oppressive, or 
immoral, by unlawful, oppressive, or 
immoral means. (Commonwealth v. 


Hunt, 4 Metcalf (Mass.) 111, 1892.)” 
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I must leave to other Members of this 
body, more experienced than I am in 
constitutional law, the task of restating 
the doctrine of conspiracy to fit the pres- 
ent. 


I wish to emphasize the political 
problem which gives rise to the need, in 
our day, for redefinition of the law. 


The techniques of conspiracy are the 
techniques by which the Communist 
world strategists work to destroy our 
sovereignty, and to punish any individ- 
uals who dare to defy their edicts and 
serve their own Country. 


The Senate of the United States can- 
not ignore this new use of conspirator- 
ial methods supported by a worldwide 
apparatus. We cannot leave it to individ- 
uals to protect themselves. We cannot 
permit Americans to be punished for de- 
fying a conspiracy which threatens to 
break our sovereignty into fragments. 


As the lawmakers for the Nation, we 
are responsible for protecting the in- 
dividuals threatened by conspiratorial 
attack. I repeat: We are responsible 
concretely. 


The select committee, by ignoring 
the activities of a conspiracy against the 
junior Senator from Wisconsin, comes 
close to recommending the punishment 
of a Member of this body for fighting 
an alien conspiracy to destroy our Na- 
tion. 


(Manifestations of applause in the 
galleries.) 


The President pro tempore. There 
must be no applause from the galleries. 
If the applause continues, it will be 
necessary to clear the galleries. The Sen- 
ator from Indiana may proceed. 


Mr. Jenner. Mr. President, the se- 
lect committee comes close to asking the 
Senate of the United States to help this 
conspiracy to punish a public official 
who has defied it. 

I shall not take time to describe the 
larger attempt by the Communist con- 
spiracy to destroy our sovereignty. 


Suffice it to say that the objective of 
the Communist invasion is to establish 
bridgeheads on American soil, which 
are then operated as parts of the Soviet 
state, in secret, but in deadly rivalry, 
with American sovereignty. 


The Communist conspiracy is work- 
ing every minute to set up Soviet mili- 
tary government on American soil. 
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Until we understand this, we shall 
not understand the danger we are fac- 
ing from the Soviet fifth column. 


From the beginning, one of the ob- 
jectives of Communist action has been 
to destroy the lawmaking body in coun- 
tries under their attack. Sabotage of 
the legislative arm parallels efforts to 
sabotage executive action and judicial 
process, so well illustrated before Judge 


Medina. 


We know the Communists have a 
battery of lawyers working all the time 
to sabotage court procedures, quash in- 
dictments, interfere with trials, influ- 
ence the selection of judges and jurors, 
and even slant the teaching in the law 
schools. 


Those of us, and there are many with- 
in the sound of my voice on the floor 
today, who serve on congressional com- 
mittees investigating communism, know 
well the difference between orderly 
hearings held for peaceable American 
citizens, and hearings to extract infor- 
mation from witnesses who are making 
war on our Government with the help 
of experts in legal sabotage.

I SHALL NOT TRY to explain why 

leaders of either of our great political 
parties think they can use the Commu- 
nists for political advantage, and then 
discard them. We know the folly is only 
too real; and we know that, once the 
Communists are invited in, they do not 
leave, except by force. 


For reasons I cannot stop to explain, 
the Communists have never made as 
much headway in the legislative branch 
as in the executive. Perhaps I should 
say the anti-Communists in the legisla- 
tive branch could not be silenced as 
they have been silenced in some of our 
executive agencies. 


In the late thirties there was a Com- 
munist cell in Congress, but many of its 
members could be. identified and de- 
feated by the voters, because the House 
Committee on Un-American Propagan- 
da had carefully collated the records of 
the fronts through which the Commu- 
nists built their power in those years. 
Three of them have been identified, un- 
der oath, before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. 


Former Representative Hugh De Lacy 
took the fifth amendment on Septem- 
ber 15, 1954. 


John T. Bernard did the same on 
September 3, 1952. 


Robert L. Condon was identified as 
being present at closed Communist meet- 
ings. 

We remember Representative Vito 
Marcantonio, who for years faithfully 
voiced the Communist Party line in 
Congress. He maintained his power, in 
spite of strong opposition, by inducing 
thousands of pitiful Puerto Ricans to 
come and live on relief in New York’s 
worst tenements, to keep up his voting 
majority. Representative Marcantonio 
was rising slowly to the top, when a 
combination of the two constitutional 
parties defeated his collectivist, politi- 
cal machine. 


This is, by no means, the entire list. 


We need. full investigations of the 
record to determine whether or not 
Members of Congress like Lee Geyer, 
of California; Savage, of Washington; 


Adolph Sabath; John Tolan; Glenn 


Taylor; Samuel Dickstein; John M.: 


Coffee; Ernest Lundeen; Jerry J. O’Con- 
nell; and Claude Pepper have given aid 
and comfort to the conspiracy initiated 
in Moscow. 


The war changed the political bal- 
ance of power to the great advantage 
of the Communists. 


But in 1942, the voters elected to 
Congress an especially fine body of men 
who were eager to clean up the mess of 
collectivists and pro-Communist think- 
ing. 

In 1943, Sidney Hillman organized 
a mass political action group to oper- 
ate in every voting district. It fitted ex- 
actly Earl Browder’s blueprints for a 
nonparty mass organization to take the 
place of the open Communist Party, 
and to shape postwar policy. 


The labor unions were used as a front 
for the PAC, though they had nothing 
to do with its conception. 


In 1944, Martin Dies dared to pub- 
lish an exhaustive committee report on 
the PAC, pointing out that Sidney Hill- 
man and Earl Browder were hard at 
work in the congressional districts, to 
make sure that the people would elect 
candidates for Congress and the Presi- 
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dency who had the approval of the Hill- 
man-Browder organization, and defeat 
those who opposed it. 


Joseph Gaer, a member of Hillman’s 
staff, has recorded for posterity the 
amazing success of this campaign. In 
his book, The First Round, he tells tri- 
umphantly of the Members of Congress 
who were defeated in 1944 because they 
opposed the Hillman committee for po- 
litical action at the grassroots. Let me 
read the list he cites: 


The Representatives defeated for 
either nomination or election were: 
Costello of California; Starnes of Ala- 
bama; Kennedy, of New York; Kleberg, 
of Texas; Lambertson, of Kansas; New- 
some, of Alabama; and Patton, of Tex- 
as. 


The Senators defeated for nomina- 
tion or election were: D. Worth Clark, 
of Idaho; Bennett Champ Clark, of Mis- 
souri; Rufus Holman, of Oregon; and 
Ellison Smith, of South Carolina. Re- 
member, Senator Champ Clark and Sen- 
ator Ellison Smith had been on the 
purge list of 1938. 


Again, I ask Senators to look at the 
list of States in which the Sidney Hill- 
man-Earl Browder combination was 
strong enough in 1944, to defeat Mem- 
bers of Congress who dared oppose 
them. Let me read them: California, 
Oregon, Idaho, Texas, Alabama, Kan- 
sas, Missouri, South Carolina, and New 
York. What do Senators think we are 
up against? 

The 80th Congress, elected in 1946, 
was a militantly anticollectivist Con- 


gress, elected by an angry people be- 
cause the administration insisted on 
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maintaining price control and ration- 
ing, especially of meat and of housing 
materials. Both these programs were 
high among the demands of the Com- 
munists, just as now the demand to get 
McCarthy has high priority. However, 
the scarcity which resulted caused pop- 
ular discontent, and American voters 
knew what to blame. 


The 80th Congress ended price con- 
trols and rationing, and then went on 
to an intensive attack on the Commu- 
nist apparatus which had grown so 
strong in the war years. That was the 
Congress which heard Whittaker Cham- 
bers and Elizabeth Bentley, Alger Hiss, 
and Harry Dexter White. It was the 
Congress which helped Forrestal in his 
efforts to reverse our foreign policy. 


The experts were almost unanimous 
in forecasting the defeat of the Fair 
Deal in 1948. President Truman adopt- 
ed a wholly new strategy. He created a 
melodramatic character called the 80th 
Congress, labeled it a “do nothing Con- 
gress,” and went up and down the coun- 
try pummeling it to the crowd’s delight. 


The Republicans did not say any- 
thing. The Fair Deal Administration 
was returned to office, and the com- 
plexion of Congress radically altered. 


The result of the strange 1948 elec- 
tion was a Congress over which, as Con- 
gressman Ralph Gwinn said, Sidney 
Hillman and Lee. Pressman’s PAC had 
a stranglehold. 


The anti-Communist trend revived in 
the elections of 1950 and 1952, as a re- 
sult of the Korean war. 


Of the recent election, I shall say 
only this — in a disturbingly large num- 
ber of key congressional or senatorial 
elections, across the country, the local 
pro-Communist machines operated at 
a higher efficiency and under more con- 
vincing cover, than ever before. We can 
take no comfort from the 1954 returns. 
I propose, instead, that we begin at 
once to establish the political machin- 
ery with which to counterattack against 
the Communist strategy for destroying 
Congress.

SHALL NOT take the time of the 
Senate to describe the work of the Ty- 
dings Committee, the investigation of 
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the Maryland election, the investigation 
of Senator McCarthy’s finances, the 
Mundt committee, which undertook to 
investigate a United States Senator, on 
the basis of a complaint by a few civil 
servants and some left-wing newspaper- 
men, without any formal protest by the 
responsible heads of the executive 
branch. 


I ask Senators only to evaluate them 
in the light of the continuous Commu- 
nist efforts to sabotage the legislative 
process in the past 16 years. 


I know what the liberals will ask the 
minute I leave the floor. They will ask, 
“What proof do you have that this is 
all one Communist war?” 


My answer is: “All the proof we can 
ever get in wartime.” In wartime, the 
enemy does not draw up memoranda on 
its intentions or call in three witnesses 
to attest to the record of each secret 
step. In wartime, it is the nature of the 
story. 


The remedy is to develop so clear and 
full a sense of the enemy’s habits of 
thought and action, that those few facts 


.have meaning, as a doctor must develop 


so clear a knowledge of the body and its 
functions that he can make decisions 
from a few symptoms. 


There is a long and secret trail from 
decisions of the top Communist strate- 
gists, through many devious channels, 
before they appear well disguised in 
the words of loyal Americans. 


There are a thousand degrees of rela- 
tionship between the Communist high 
command and the many ranks which 
help it in its work. 


I do not need to define exactly the 
many ways in which the Communist 
conspiracy has influenced, consciously 
or unconsciously, the Members of Con- 
gress who have done its secret bidding. 


But let us not forget where we began. 
Communism is a conspiracy. Under the 
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doctrine and the fact of conspiracy, 
every person who participates in a con- 
spiracy, is morally and legally liable 
for the results of all conspiratorial ac- 
tions and even of proposed action. 


Those who take part in a planned 
strategy for demolition of our Govern- 
ment, or help carry out parts of the 
strategic plan for that purpose, are re- 
sponsible for participation in the entire 
conspiracy. 


I believe, Mr. President, a motion 
should be made to table the report of 
the select committee because it does not 
deal with the evidence of a long-time 
conspiracy against the Congress, with- 
out which it cannot decide on censure 
of an individual Senator, fighting 
against the conspiracy. 


The Communists are attacking us here 
in this Chamber. Any man who steps 
into the shoes of the junior Senator 
from Wisconsin will receive this same 
treatment. 


They are attacking ceaselessly from 
morning until night. 


They are attacking with only one pur- 
pose — to destroy the legislative power 
and the power of the committees of Con- 
gress to investigate new and strange 
dangers to our security. 


We are now counterattacking to save 
our civilization before it is destroyed. 


Too many Americans still think we 
are spectators at a debate on commu- 
nism, or the audience at a movie watch- 
ing the bad men of the frontier burn the 
settler’s house and kill his children. 
We know the sheriff will catch the evil- 
doers in the last reel, and the hero and 
heroine will be safe. 


I sometimes think this is the most 
dangerous of all the Communist booby 
traps, because it works so well to make 
us ineffectual. 


You and I, Mr. President, are not 
spectators in this war on civilization the 
Communists have started. They are try- 
ing to burn our homes and kill our sons. 
There is no sheriff who will come in 
the last act to make right triumphant. 
There is no hope of rescue except as we 
rescue ourselves. There is no defeat for 
the outlaws except as we stand up and 
fight.

WEARY with the journey and some- 

what battered and bruised, 1954 has 
dropped out to join its predecessors in 
eternal rest. A New Year has dawned, 
fresh with opportunity and hope for 
every man. 








The start of a new year has long been 
regarded as the season for turning over 
a new leaf and while some criticism is 
expressed about this procedure, we are 
not inclined to agree with the critics. 
The very desire to begin again is a 
wholesome indication, even if the new 
leaf remains unmarred for only a short 
time. However, before turning the new 
leaf, we might spend a profitable hour 
in an audit and appraisal of the old. 


Three hundred and sixty-five golden 
days have passed, each containing 
twenty-four priceless hours. How we 
spent them is the most accurate criter- 
ion of our character. In reflection upon 
the twelve months that have gone, some 
will whine of failure while others will 
talk of success. But most of us will 
agree that we could have done better. 


Have. you acquired wealth in the year 
1954? If so, it may be the smile of for- 
tune or a vial of bitterness, for there is 
no man so poor as he who has stooped 
to pick up gold for the mere sake of 
having the gold. Does your newly found 
wealth mean that some underprivileged 
child of the poor will have. proper food 
and clothing and education? Does it 
mean that the cause of Christ will be 


blessed with more financial support? 
Does it mean that the burden of some 
fellow pilgrim along the way will be 
made easier to carry? 


Pity the man who has never seen the 
smile on the face of a child when his 
money has appeased its hunger. And it 
is just as vain to seek knowledge for the 
mere sake of knowing, as to seek money 
for the sake of having. History tells 
many sad stories of men who lived for 
fame, and awakened to look back over a 
wasted life. 


THE SECRET OF BEAUTY 


Many have missed the mark, even in 
the realm of the aesthetic and the spir- 
itual, for did not the great Apostle tell 
us that we might have the tongues of 
angels and faith to remove mountains, 
but unless motivated by love, we would 
be worthless? What is real beauty? 
That is a difficult question. Perhaps 
even the votary of the aesthetic might 
miss it in his appraisal. 


Tradition tells of four maidens who 
were resting by a mountain stream when 
a discussion arose as to who had the 
most beautiful hands. The first maiden 
dipped her hands into the water and 
raised them dripping liquid diamonds, 
and declared her claim to preeminently 
beautiful hands. A second had been 
gathering violets, and with the perfume 
still on her lily white fingers, asserted 
her claim to the title. The third maiden 
had been picking berries, and with the 
flush of health on her hands, proclaim- 
ed them more beautiful than the others. 
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The fourth maiden had not joined 
in the argument, for her hands were 
ugly from toil. Just then, an old beggar 
woman appeared and the first three re- 
fused to help her, but the fourth gave 
her all she possessed. 


The argument as to who had the most 
beautiful hands had now waxed hot. 
Suddenly, they decided to let the beggar 
decide and they called her to be the 
judge. She looked at the symmetric 
beauty of the first three and then award- 
ed the decision to the fourth who had 
not dared to enter the argument, be- 
cause her hands were not beautiful as 
human beings measure beauty. 


When the maidens questioned her 
choice, the woman said: “She hath 
given what she had” and then the old 
garments of the beggar fell off and be- 
hold an angel stood before them.

There is a motto above a cathedral 
door in Milan which reads, “That only 
is important which is eternal.”

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I know there is no error

And I know as my soul speeds 
onward, 

In its grand eternal quest, 

I shall say when I look backward, 

Whatever was, was best. 


It is the dark night that brings out 
the stars, the cloud that distills the 
rain, the lightning that purifies the air, 
the frost that sweetens the grape. From 
timber that has been twisted and beaten 
by the storm, is selected masts for great 
battleships. Handicaps have been har- 
nessed and stark tragedy has been 
known to marshal legions of determina- 
tion and send them marching to victor- 
ies undreamed. 


PROGRESS THROUGH SUFFERING 
Thomas A. Edison, deafened by an 


accident when he was twelve years old, 
went on to become a telegraph opera- 
tor, to invent the phonograph, perfect 
the telephone, and write his name in- 
delibly on the pages of human history. 
Of all vocations for a deaf man to 
choose, the perfecting of instruments 
of sound! But Edison made his handi- 
cap a slave and repeatedly stated that 
it was a help and not a hindrance, that 
it drove him to reading and to this fact 
he attributed his success. 


George Sinclair Hurst, one of the 
nation’s foremost advertising experts, 
is stone blind and yet creates, designs 
and criticizes advertising. He had ap- 
proximately ten years warning of ap- 
proaching blindness and set about syste- 
matically to prepare to live and carry 
on without sight. 


I pass on a few of George Hurst’s 
own expressions, hoping that they will 
mean as much to my readers as they 
have meant to me. 


" “Tell people in trouble,” he said, 
not to be bluffed out of their courage! 
Very seldom is anything as bad as we 
are accustomed to believe before we 
have experienced it. Avoid despair, 
fear, rebelliousness, bitterness, resent- 
ment and resignation. Tell them to con- 
vert static fortitude into kinetic courage. 
Tell them to put their best into what is 





left of them. It is not so much what is 
taken from a man, as what he can do, 
and what he will do. Don’t let them 
think they die when they go blind. They 
don’t! That thing we call our soul, tell 
them to keep that bright and strong and 
steadfast.” 


The experience of George Hurst and 
his calm, courageous, fighting spirit 
should be an unfurled banner of vic- 
tory to every discouraged man. Our 
failures and even the tragedies of yes- 
terday can become our assets in a new 
day. We can build a successful tomor- 
we on the ash heap of yesterday’s de- 
eat. 


THE POTTER AND THE VESSEL 


The Bible makes it plain that God 
knew men would fail and fall, but He 
never intended that man should stay 
down. The old Salvation Army slogan 
is a good one, “A man may be down 
but he is never out.” 


Going back to our text, or should I 
say getting to it, we find if we read the 
preceding chapters, that Jeremiah was 
discouraged over the condition of his 
nation and thought the situation to be 
about hopeless. He feared that the pa- 
tience of God was exhausted, but was 
mistaken. Wishing to teach Jeremiah a 
lesson, God sent him -down to the Pot- 
ter’s house. 


There he saw the Potter at work on a 
wheel, moulding a vessel of clay, but 
the vessel was marred, and I suppose 
Jeremiah expected to see the Potter 
throw it away and take fresh clay and 
start to work on a new vessel. But that 
is not what happened. 


The Potter was not willing to leave 
a marred vessel. He was not satisfied 
until he had made of it again a vessel, 
that seemed good. God wanted Jere- 
miah to know that He would never be 
satisfied with a backslider.

That is 
why the Holy Spirit wrote in First John 
that if we confess, God will forgive and 
cleanse. He will make us again. God 
will never be through with your life and 
mine, until one glad day when it shall 
be shaped into the likeness of His own 
glorious image. 


As the faltering footsteps of old 
1954 have passed over the threshold 
into the measureless Forever, perhaps 
some of my readers are standing bewil- 
dered among broken and strewn frag- 
ments of the hopes and dreams of other 
days.

The voice of nature speaks to cheer 
you, the field that bore the blighted 
crop last fall will groan beneath its 
abundance in the new October. The 
voice of experience contributes its en- 
couragement with the stories of Thomas 
A. Edison and George Sinclair Hurst 
and a host of others, who stripped their 
disaster of all the horrible accouter- 
ments of superstition, delusion and tra- 
dition, and when the dread monster was 
thus denuded, it had proved merely to 
be an inconvenience. 


God holds out not only pardon, but 
justification, to all who are willing to 
begin again. He offers to pull the cur- 
tain forever on the past and give you 
a new day. In the language of Scrip- 
ture our sins will be taken: As far as 
the east is from the west ... cast into 
the depths of the sea ... blotted out as a 
thick cloud ... put behind God’s back 


. remembered no more forever. 


This is what God promises to do with 
yesterday. This is what He will do with 
the mistakes and failures and disasters 
of 1954 and will give you a New Year 
full of hope and opportunity.

HE OCTOBER (1954) Defender 

carried a story of the cure of little 
John Wayne Seago, who was given up 
to die with cancer in May 1953. In the 
providence of God, his parents were 
directed to the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic of 
Dallas, Texas. They have taken him 
back to the Clinic for regular checkups 
... and the photograph which accom- 
panies this article was made on the last 
trip. 

The Defender asked and gained per- 
mission to present the case history of 
the patient from the files of the Clinic 
as compiled at the time of the examin- 
ation. This will be followed by a letter 
from the child’s mother sent to Dr. 
Winrod last month. 
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History of the Case: 


Name: John Wayne Seago. Age: 7 
weeks. Entered Clinic June 1, 1953. 

When baby was three weeks old, 
mother discovered nodule in abdomen, 
lower left, and the child’s exertions re- 
sulting from crying caused her to think 
it was a muscle. One week later nodule 
was very hard and about the size of a 
lemon. Patient was examined by two 
doctors — one the family physician 
and the other a visiting specialist from 
Mayo Brothers. Both thought at first the 
trouble could be a dislocated kidney. 


Parents advised to bring patient to 





hospital next day and after examina- 
tion by the doctors, they were told that 
a growth existed which appeared to be 
malignant (cancerous). On May 26, 
1953 exploratory laparatomy (surgical 
incision) performed and parents told 
condition was malignant growth atiach- 
ed to main artery and inoperative, as 
patient would hemorrhage to death if 
attempt was made to remove growth. 
Case pronounced hopeless.

Dear Dr. Winrod: 


My baby was born on April 14, 1953. 
When he was three weeks old, I discov- 
ered a hard lump in his abdomen. At 
the age of six weeks, the doctors per- 
formed what they called an “explora- 
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tory operation” and told us that he 
should be operated on at once because 
the lump (which had become hard like 
a rock, about the size of an egg) was 
malignant. 


We consented, hoping that is was not 
cancer. But the doctors brought our 
baby back after keeping the little thing 
for about an hour and a half, which 
seemed to us like an eternity. They gave 
us the sad news that the condition was 
definitely cancer and looked very bad, 
due to the fact that the growth was all 
around the main artery, and an opera- 
tion was impossible because he would 
bleed to death on the operating table. 
We were told to take him home and 
when he got worse they would come 
and administer something to relieve the 
pain. 

Well, Dr. Winrod, maybe you can 
imagine how heartbroken we were. Not 
only would our baby have to die, but 
the little darling would suffer so much 
while still with us. The doctors said 
there was no chance whatever for him. 


We were so stunned by the news that 
it was not until the next day my father 
remembered having heard you broad- 
cast on the Defender Hour about can- 
cer being cured at Dallas by Dr. Hox- 

















sey. 





So that very night. about midnight, 











my husband left for Dallas. He found 
the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic and talked 
with patients — some having been 
cured and back for checkups, others 
being treated. He talked with Dr. Hox- 
sey, who told him that because our 
baby was so young, there was a ques- 
tion whether the little thing could take 
the medicine, but to bring him on and 
they would see what could be done. 


We lost no time taking John Wayne 
from Rockdale to Dallas (on a pillow). 
Three doctors at the Clinic made the 
examination. They gave us a month’s 
supply of the medicine called the “black 
tonic,” with instructions to give him 
five drops three times a day.

This we did, and 
the doctors at the Clinic later had us 
increase a drop a dose until he was 
taking fifteen drops each time. 
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HE DEFENDER HOUR is helping 

Some 
very effective and worthwhile work is 
being done. When we consider that one 
out of every five Americans is now car- 
rying what organized medicine says is 
the death sentence in his body from 
this ailment, we are impressed with the 
importance of the task. The health, the 
very lives of millions of people, is at 
stake. 


Those who are attacking this problem 
are serving God and helping man. There 
is a humanitarian side to Christianity. 
Whatever relieves pain and suffering 
must be regarded as part of the Chris- 
tian program. And this, friends of the 
listening audience, explains the motive 
of the Defenders organization — of 
which the Defender Hour is a voice. 


Our approach is from the religious 
point of view, not medical. We know 
results when we see them. We know 
that something wonderful has happened 
when a person given up to die of can- 
cer returns from the Hoxsey Cancer 
Clinic of Dallas, Texas, sound and well. 
We feel that information regarding the 
work of this institution should be shout- 
ed from the house tops. We feel that

could not even find it. 


So you can see, Dr. Winrod, why we 
are thanking God for leading us, 
through you and your broadcasts, to 
the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic.

audience, having disposed of these 
letters — typical of many more that I 
might read, I will, with your permis- 
sion change the scene. 


Some of you will recall that I have, 
on previous broadcasts, told about an

a cancer specialist), who went to Dallas,

It broke my heart, you 
know, and I came back to Dallas. Then some- 
body tells me to go see Dr. Charles Martin, 
a cancer specialist here. He told me to take 
my teeth out. I go and have my teeth taken 
out. He says, come back, you know, and I 
come back. The pushed a needle in my side. 
I stayed in the hospital about a month. I had 
pain. Then Dr. Martin says, “Joe, go to Dr. 
Riley.” 

Then what happened? 

Well, Dr. Riley went in and opened a 
place in my mouth and took out a piece of 
bone. I couldn’t stand the pain. Couldn’t eat 
nothing. Couldn’t open my mouth. I went 
back to Dr. Martin. He says, “Joe, go to Dr. 
Mills.”” He opend my mouth one time, take 
out some bone. I stayed in Baylor Hospital 
two months. Awful sick, feel very bad; weigh 
117 pounds, bad for a wrestler. A friend of 
mine came to me and says, “We’re taking 
you to Hoxsey.” I ask, “‘Who’s Hoxsey?” He 
said, “He'll fix you up.” They sent me to a 
priest first, you know, because they thought I 
was about to die. 

Did they say the last Sacrament that day 
for you? 

es. 

When did all this take place? 

In 1947. 

Tell us what happened when you came 
here to the Clinic. 

I started getting well. They gave me medi- 
cine and I started feeling good. Then they 








put some powder and salve on my cancer. I 
started gaining weight, gaining strength, and 
I could eat. The other doctors used to feed 
me with a needle in the vein, but after com- 
ing here I started eating normal. 

Go ahead, Joe. 

In three months the bone cancer came 
out. Nobody picked it out. It just fell out. 
That’s what the Hoxsey treatment did for me.

How much did you weigh when you were 
wrestling? 

My weight was 187 pounds. 

How much do you weigh now? 

180. 

Were you the world’s champion?

Beauti- 
fully adaptable to its environment, sym- 
metrical in design, efficient, intelligent, 
such is man’s body. Were there no other 
indication of God in the world, man’s 
body with its million marvels would be 
enough and then some. 


All these things do not just happen, 
but God has planned them carefully, 
meticulously, exactly. To whom does 
the praise belong for such an incom- 
parable mechanism? Why, it belongs to 
God, and the man who refuses to ac- 
knowledge Him is solemnly declared 


by God’s Book to be a fool! 


Paul has reminded us in his letter to 
the Corinthians that “your body is the 
temple of the Holy Ghost ... therefore 
glorify God in your body, and in your 
spirit, which are God’s.” 

In the light of the foregoing, what 
crass folly to blindly ignore God when 
heaven and earth are filled with Him. 
You may ignore friends, scorn knowl- 
edge, hate yourself, despise food if you 
will, but how can you disregard God?

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URING an interview with C. A. New- 

comb, M.D. in the Central Tower 
Building, Santa Monica, California, I 
found Dr. Newcomb to be a graduate 
of Medicine of Washington University 
at St. Louis, after which he served as 
Police Surgeon, Coroner and Quaran- 
tine Officer of the St. Louis Health De- 
partment. Then, as Superintendent of 
St. Louis Baptist Hospital. Then he be- 
came Police Surgeon in both Chicago 
and New York. Following this he owned 
a Sanitorium in Florida. 


After the first World War Dr. New- 
comb came to California and operated 
two Sanitariums. For 13 years he was 
Epidemiologist and Assistant Health 
Officer at the Los Angeles City Health 
Department, during which time he was 
assigned to Mexico at the request of 
the Mexican Government to instruct the 
Mexican Health Department in certain 
contagious diseases, including leprosy 
and tuberculosis, at which time he 
taught the use of fever treatments for 
social diseases and malaria. For this 
work he was made “Honorario Com- 
mandante” of the Mexican Police De- 
partment. 


Upon his return from Mexico, while 
still in the Health Department, he con- 
ducted the allergy clinic of the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles. 


For the last twelve years, since leav- 
ing the Los Angeles Health Department, 


he has devoted his practice to those af- 
flicted with so-called “incurable dis- 
eases,” such as asthma, psoriasis, arth- 
ritis, cancer and kindred ailments. He 
has been using the Lincoln antibiotics 
better known as Alpha and Beta or 
Bacteriophage. 


At his Santa Monica offices he is 
equipped to treat twelve patients at a 
time. Many of his patients thank God, 
from the depths of their souls, for Dr. 
Robert E. Lincoln’s discoveries. The 
Phage is administered in such a simple 
manner that all of them look forward 
to their treatments. 


While in Dr. Newcomb’s offices I 
spoke to several of these afflicted peo- 
ple, two with cancer.

While interviewing Dr. Newcomb, I 
asked the common question, “How was 
Bacteriophage discovered, and what 
does it actually do to the inside of the 
human body?” He said he thought I 
would learn more by reading a series 
of articles he had in his files. So with 
his permission, I am quoting excerpts 
from the Lynn Telegram News (Mass- 
achusetts) of March 1, 1953. 


“The Lincoln Foundation has discov- 
ered two distinct antibiotic substances 
which have proven over a period of the 
past five years to be derived from the 
basic or parent sources from which all 
human diseases arise. The only excep- 
tion to this statement would include 
that small disease group, the cause and 
cure of which is in part already known. 


“These discoveries by Dr. Lincoln 
may be further described as having 
broken through the previously impene- 
trable and mysterious wall that has se- 
parated research investigators from the 
ultra-microscopic virus world. No one 
has ever previously captured these basic 
viruses and been able to maintain their 
particular disease producing identity 
and virility over long periods of time, 
or to produce the therapeutic agents 
derived from them in quantities ade- 
quate to make them available to un- 
limited numbers of people. 


“In trying to discover the reason for 
the tremendous yearly increase of sinus 
infection among his patients, Dr. Lin- 
coln successfully isolated two pure 
strains of the most virulent and disease 
producing germs in existence. They 
have been designated Alpha and Beta. 
Paired with them in a relationship in 
which the germ served as host cell for 
purposes of perpetuation as well as that 
of multiplication is a specific and vir- 
ulent partner virus. 


“Both host cells or germs are capable 
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of destroying the red blood cells or 
damaging any particular tissue in the 
body by a process of toxic congestion 
or of causing abcess formations which 
may be single or so numerous as to join 
together and cause partial or total de- 
struction of both the working or struc- 
tural tissue of any organ. 


“Each host germ has one and only 
one. particular strain of virus as a part- 
ner. These viruses use their respective 
germs as a refuge in which to live and 
grow when they are not in contact with, 
and destroying the specific body tissue 
cells which they prefer, just as all di- 
sease causing germs and viruses show a 
marked choice for certain specific tis- 
sues. Both of these viruses are capable 
of such rapid multiplication that either 
an Alpha or a Beta host cell germ may 
contain so many newborn viruses (up 
to 500 in one host cell or germ) that 
the host cell is seen actually to explode 
or quickly disintegrate. 


“The newborn escaping viral parti- 
cles then rapidly spread out and only 
one need come into contact with an- 
other specific host cell or partner germ 


in order to enter it and repeat the pro- 
cess. 


“By administering regularly spaced 
doses of these viral solutions the toxic 
content of these Alpha and Beta host 
germs cause a simulation of the pa- 
tient’s anti-toxin-making tissues to the 
end that the host cells in the body are 
partly reduced or destroyed with suc- 
cessive treatments. Without a continu- 
ous supply of these host cells to serve 
as breeding sanctuaries for their re- 
spective viruses, the succession of viral 
waves of bodily invasion soon dies out. 


“By standard aerosol spraying with 
these disease searching antibiotics into 
each nasal passage at 48 hour intervals 
or less, a steady warfare is maintained 
between the host cells — in their en- 
deavor to grow and survive — and their 
viral adversaries which are in search of 
them for perpetuation and multiplica- 
tion purposes; thus in a relentlessly ef- 
fective manner, and without resorting 
to destructive surgery, the frontal sinus 
cavities are finally opened. 
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“In order to divide the destructive 
solution, so potent that it would kill its 
own immediate or isogenic strain, and 
closely similar strains of the same fam- 
ily, Dr. Lincoln found that the organ- 
isms must be isolated at the very peak 
of a virulent infection. A germ selected 
at this point is easily capable of over- 
powering its weaker or less pathogenic 
relative.”

“None of the various attempts to 
solve the cancer problem should be 
scorned or summarily dismissed without 
a hearing. What one must have is an un- 
biased scientific sifting to include the 
best in all. Cancer is being cured.”

FINALLY, your staff writer asked 
Dr. Newcomb what he thought about 
the crusade conducted by the late Unit- 
ed States Senator Charles W. Tobey on 
behalf of the Lincoln program. The 
doctor expressed himself in terms of 
highest praise and took from his files 
a sheaf of pages clipped from previous 
issues of the Congressional Record con- 
taining speeches by the Senator. The 
following excerpts from an address de- 
livered on the Senate floor February 11, 
1952 caught my eye: 


“In 1948, my son was treated by Dr. 
Lincoln. His was the second most viru- 
lent type of cancer known to man. He 
had known the ravages of pain, despair, 
and total fatigue. He made it a point 
to visit and talk with various patients 
in Dr. Lincoln’s waiting room week 
after week and month after month. Later 
we sent further cases to Dr. Lincoln and 
received gratifying reports. 


“T visited the clinic, as did other 
members of my family. I talked with 
patients who had regained sight, pa- 
tients who had been relieved from the 
pains of cancer, arthritics who were 
walking again, and I saw old people and 
little children being treated.” 


The Senator had previously reported 
to the Senate, the deliverance of his son 
from cancer — Charles W. Tobey, Jr., 
who is today, a practicing attorney in 
Concord, New Hampshire. 
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THE PART of the Holy Land where 

we live is a marvelous place in which 
to learn about the famous figures who 
march across the pages of Bible history. 
This is one of the oldest inhabited areas 
in the world. We live amid scenes of 
great historical importance. 


Yesterday Mrs. Turnbull and I, with 
one of the students from the Defender 
Bible College, made an interesting trip 
by car up and up to the mile high moun- 
tains where King Hiram of Tyre secur- 
ed for Solomon the giant “cedars of 
Lebanon.” 


‘Our journey took us up the coast to 
Tripoli, over the backbone of the high 
hills and down to the ruins of Baalbek 
in the plain beyond. From there we 
drove south and came back across the 
coastal ridge to Beirut, making a circle 
of 187 miles. The trip consumed from 
eight in the morning until after the 
glorious colors of sunset had faded 
over the blue Mediterranean near the 
front gate of Defender missionary head- 
quarters. 


It was a perfect day as we headed 
north. Great waves were beating upon 
the beach and the inviting mountains 
were ever on our right. History came in- 
to view very quickly. We had gone only 
a mile when we reached famous Dog 
River. Armies have often camped there 


because of the need of water. Alexan- 
der the Great, Nebuchadnezzar and 
other men of military genius left their 
calling cards — large inscriptions in 
solid rock by the roadside. 


At sixteen miles from home, we en- 
tered Jebeil, the Gebal of the Bible. Its 
men prepared materials for the Temple 
of Solomon. Ships that sailed the length 
of the Mediterranean, then out to Spain 
and Britain for tin, were built there. 
With good authority it is claimed that 
“cedars of Lebanon” went into the con- 
struction of ships that sailed around 
Africa 2000 years before Vasgo da 
Gama made his famous trip. 


REACHING THE 
FAMOUS “CEDARS” 


Jebeil is the oldest continuously in- 
habited city, they say, in the world. Of 
Phoenician origin, it lies today in the 
grandeur of its very old ruins. Archae- 
ologists made an important discovery 
by cutting through a hole down through 
forty feet of solid rock in Jebeil. At the 
bottom they found a regal sarcophagus, 
now in the Beirut Museum. This stone 
burial coffin of Ahiram has around it 
an inscription which enabled scholars 
to decipher the Phoenician language. 
Most languages are related to Phoeni- 
cian at their roots. The article which I 





am now composing would not be pos- 
sible except for the help of those far 
distant men ‘who paved the way for 
alphabetical writing. 


Just before reaching the port of Tri- 
poli, we swung up into the mountain 
road and for three hours were busy 
negotiating scores of curves. The high- 
er we climbed, the more sublime the 
scenery that unfolded below us. The 
Mediterranean spread farther and farth- 
er beyond our ability to measure it. 
Immense olive groves covered the foot 
hills. Higher up we encountered a doz- 
en people picking grapes. They invited 
us to come have some. (We did not 
pause for Arab hospitality, which has 
no end.) 


At last we rounded the final bend and 
there on a hill at the edge of the high 
plateau stood the great evergreens, “ce- 
dars of Lebanon,” relics of 6000 years 
ago, mentioned so often in the Scrip- 
tures. We drove to the edge of a steep 
bank opposite the famous trees and 
spent two happy hours in their com- 


pany. 


VIEWING THE OLDEST TREE 
The first “cedars of Lebanon” that 


I encountered on the path were twins, 
about two and a half feet in diameter. 
They let me pass with a slight toss of 
their heads held high and outlined 
beautifully against the blue sky. The 
path grew quite steep and at a turn, 
sat a rugged old grandfather tree that 
was 2000 years old when Abraham 
came over from Ur of the Chaldees. It 
had a girth of about forty feet! 


When I reached the top of the hill on 
which most of the “cedars of Lebanon” 
reside in a felicitous family group, I 
found Mrs. Turnbull sitting in the sun- 
shine to keep warm. We walked a short 
distance to a flat place. There a friend- 
ly Arab priest made us comfortable 
with chairs and a bench on which to 
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put our sandwiches and thermos jug 
of hot coffee. 


As we were enjoying lunch and the 
view of the companionable trees all 
about us, an elderly tourist and his wife 
arrived. The priest pointed out a large 
cedar nearby, which he had described 
to us as the oldest tree in the woods. It 
was nearly dead and its great trunk was 
bare. Evidently the tourist doubted the 
priest’s statement about the size of the 
tree for the two walked towards it 
agreeably with a tape measure. They 
made their way around the giant and 
when they had finished announced that 
the. circumference was fourteen meters. 
(A meter is one yard and four inches.) 


Christians cherish a deep regard for 
the “cedars of Lebanon.” These vener- 
able trees are the best known, if not the 
largest in the world. I have seen huge 
trees in the Vale of Kashmir near Wal- 
ar Lake that would outsize them. They 
cannot compare in girth with the Doug- 
las firs of British Columbia, where I 
lived as a boy, nor with the giant Se- 
quoias of California. 


The “cedars of Lebanon” are men- 
tioned in the Bible 83 times. It is re- 
markable that any of them should be 
left, since there has always been such 
a great demand for their excellent tim- 


ber. 


When we arrived for our visit with 
them, a large pile of cedar timbers, 
many over a foot square, lay beside the 
road ready for shipment to France. 
There they would be used in making re- 
ligious furniture. We were told that the 
heavy snows in the high hills, sometimes 
break down a precious tree. 


How impressive must have been the 
myriads of great trees when they cov- 
ered mile after mile of those upland 
slopes! No doubt the largest and best 
were sacrificed in their prime. The gi- 
gantic timbers found their way down 
to the Mediterranean coast and from 
there to many countries. They are men- 
tioned in the literature of various lands. 
We know them chiefly through the 
warm tributes found in the Bible. 


BIBLE SYMBOLS 


To the Lord’s people they become 
symbols of strength and beauty, “high 
and lifted up.” Isaiah 2:13.

An impressive prophetical metaphor 
appears in Jeremiah 23:5 where the 
coming Saviour is referred to as a 
Branch. By comparing this with Ezekiel 
17:23, we find the tree that produces the 
branch is described symbolically as “a 
goodly cedar.” As this great tree towers 
above all others on the mountain side, 
so our wonderful Lord “towers o’er 
the wrecks of time.” 


. Graceful palaces and temples have 
owed their existence to “cedars of Le- 
banon.” King Hiram of Tyre “sent mes- 
sengers to David, and timber of cedars, 
with masons and carpenters to build 
him an house.” I Chronicles 14:1. It 
was a beautiful and royal home, for 
David often praises the cedars in his 
Psalms. “The righteous shall grow like 
a cedar in Lebanon.” Psalm 92:12. 
“The trees of the Lord are full of sap; 
the cedars of Lebanon which he hath 
planted.” Psalm 104:16. 


Solomon also drew from the Leba- 
non mountains for timbers with which 
to construct the Jerusalem Temple. He 
wrote to the same King Hiram who had 
helped his father: “Now therefore com- 
mand thou that they hew me cedar trees 
out of Lebanon.” I Kings 5:6. The pas- 
sage goes on to explain that Solomon 
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expected to pay for the services “ac- 
cording to all that thou shalt appoint.” 


Hiram’s reply is illuminating. It 
shows exactly how the enormous tim- 
bers were taken to Jerusalem: “My 
servants shall bring them down from 
Lebanon unto the sea: and I will con- 
vey them by sea in floats (rafts) unto 
the place that thou shalt appoint me.” 
I Kings 5:9. 


No doubt many of the trees were 
taken down the very gorge through 
which our travels took us yesterday. 


SONG OF SOLOMON 


During a recent conversation with a 
missionary who has lived thirty years 
in the Holy Land, I remarked that, in 
my opinion, we were living in one of the 
oldest inhabited parts of the world. He 
agreed and gave me a delightful sur- 
prise. 


I knew that Solomon had a summer 
palace in these mountains (which al- 
most rise in the back yard of Defender 
missionary premises). But the mission- 
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ary referred me to a verse in The Song 
of Solomon which names the exact 
place ... Canticles 8:11, “Solomon had 
a vineyard at Baal-hamon.” 


What a surprise! I shall quote the 
verse in full: “Solomon had a vineyard 
at Baal-hamon; he let out the vineyard 
unto keepers; every one for the fruit 
thereof was to bring a thousand pieces 
of silver.” 


Solomon’s vineyard must have grown 
grapes of choicest quality, like those 
given us by gracious Arabs in the moun- 
tains. They were long, heavy, and with 
only two seeds apiece. Who knows but 
what they may have been descended 
from the vines at Baal-hamon? 


My missionary friend told me that 
the modern Hamana, a popular summer 
resort, is the Baal-hamon of ancient 
times. I could drive you there in a half 
hour from where I sit writing at De- 
fender headquarters. Royalty from 
Arabia and other high dignitaries enjoy 
coming to Hamana, like Solomon, to 
enjoy the cool mountain air and grapes 
when summer heat is oppressive in the 
lowlands. 


Many scholars believe that Job is the 
oldest book in the Bible. If so, the hoary 
history of the “cedars of Lebanon” is 
confirmed, for the patient patriarch 
mentions them in Job 40:17. It gives 
one a sense of awe to eat lunch in the 
shade of trees that existed centuries be- 
fore Christ walked the shores of Galilee. 
“Our God is a great God.” 


In Ezra 3:7 the exact destination of 
the “cedars of Lebanon” is indicated 
when they were brought on rafts for the 
reconstruction of the Temple at Jeru- 
salem. They were taken to “Joppa 
(Jaffa), according to the grant that they 
had of Cyrus king of Persia.” 


Back in the days of Gideon, too, and 
the Judges that followed him (Judges 
9:15) “cedars of Lebanon” were well 
known. Of mighty Tyre, soon to be de- 
stroyed, Ezekiel prophesied (27:5), 
“They have taken cedars from Lebanon 
to make masts for thee.” 


I wondered why Gebal, a city on the 
coast north of us, was associated with 
great Tyre and mighty Sidon. The 
answer came as we drove along the 
highway close to the Mediterranean. 
There are several bays with sandy 
beaches adjacent to ancient Gebal (now 
Jebeil). Their locations in ancient times 


would have been ideal for ship build- 
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ing. Much of the coast is rocky but at 
Gebal the workmen from Tyre, with the 
hewers of Gebal, could have made ships 
for travel to all parts of the marine 
world. 


DIVINE PROVIDENCE 


Lebanon provided the trees, the ships 
and the commerce that brought the 
Mediterranean countries into close con- 
tact. All great empires sent their armies 
through Lebanon, ancient Phoenicia, 
including Alexander the Great. By con- 
quering the East as well as the West, he 
gave the world the Greek language. 


The world was being prepared for 
the coming of the Saviour. The common 
Greek language, used freely by peoples 
of the Mediterranean world, became 
the vehicle by which the Gospel trav- 
eled. Ships: made from “cedars of Leb- 
anon” carried copper to Greece and the 
Gospel, too. Paul preached in Greek. 


All this thrilling drama of the cen- 
turies centers here in Lebanon, in the 
Holy Land, in the mountains of the 
majestic cedars, hoary with history, yet 
still fresh as the mighty purposes of the 
eternal Lord. 


Over these mountains came Jesus 
with His disciples. He, the Creator of 
the hills and the cedars, mingled with 
needy men. He healed their bodies and 
souls. His evangelistic spirit kindled a 
flame that has never died in the Holy 
Land. Races have come and gone, many 
changes have taken place, but the Gos- 
pel, the story of Calvary, still goes 
forth from changed hearts and eager 
lives in the Land of the Lord. 


THE MISSIONARY CALL 





A VITAL QUESTION IS, “How 

should I know if God wants me in 
full-time service, either in missionary 
service or service in the home land? 
How can I be sure that it is just not 
emotions or sympathy for less fortun- 
ate people that is prompting me to think 
along these lines?”

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upon Mount Moriah that Abraham came 
to understand the seed (not seeds) 
through whom the world would be 
blessed. “Now to Abraham and his seed 
were the promises made. He saith not, 
And to seeds, as of many; but as of 
one, And to thy seed, which is Christ.” 


Abraham knew it was not his “seeds” 
(a natural race of people), but the 
Eternal Seed deposited in the womb of 
a virgin who would consummate the 
plan of redemption. That through 
Christ and spiritual children, the 
Church, was the world to be blessed. In 
fulfillment of this promise, the blessing 
has come to the human family through 
a spiritual people, the true Israel of 
God. 

Isaac, the miraculously born child, 
was a type of the virgin born Christ. 
In Galatians, Paul plainly declares that 
Isaac, born of the free woman (Sarah), 
is typical of spiritually born believers 
who make up the Church. And that 
Ishmael, the son of the bondwoman, 
typified natural Israel which being in 
bondage to the flesh could never inherit 
God’s promise. How could a _ nation, 
enslaved to sin, bless the world? 


Paul said the two sons of Abraham 
were “allegorical” and explains the 
meaning of the seed through which the 
blessing was to come to all: mankind. 
Followers of Christ, begotten by super- 
natural regeneration, are commissioned 
to bless all nations. These are the Cho- 
sen People. Circumcised in heart, not in 
the flesh, they are the true people of 
God. 

(See Genesis 14:18; Psalm 110:4; Psalm 
22:30; Isaiah 41:8; James 2:23; Genesis 
28:14; Genesis 22:14-18; John 8:56; Ga- 
latians 3:16; Galatians 6:16; Galatians 
4:24.)

ABRAHAM was given the title “fath- 

er of faith” or “father of the faith- 
ful.” There is a sense in which he is the 
spiritual progenitor of the Christian 





because the body in which deity became 
incarnate was potentially in his loins. 
Many are called Abraham’s children, 
who are not. 


With the exception of Abraham, Da- 
vid is more frequently portrayed as ty- 
pifying Christ than any other character 
in the Bible. He was a man after God’s 
own heart. 


Jesus is called the Son of David. It 
was promised that one would rise to 
sit upon the throne of David forever. 
Obviously this could not have referred 
to a material throne for nothing in this 
world can be considered permanent. 
Everything in the natural order is sub- 
ject to deterioration. 


Some have misunderstood this pro- 
mise (known as the “sure mercies of 
David”), thinking it meant that a de- 
scendant of his would come forth to 
keep the Israelitish nation intact for- 
ever. But the reference is not to a natur- 
al son of David or an earthly throne. 


We know this to be true for many 
reasons, including Peter’s message on 
the day of Pentecost. Enlightened by 
the Holy Spirit, the orator spoke of 
David as a prophet, the kingdom as 
resting upon “the resurrection of 
Christ.” This is something quite differ- 
ent than an earthly throne relying upon 
material might. 


The fulfillment of David’s promise 
lay in the resurrection of God’s Son 
from the dead. Knowing this to be the 
case, Peter quoted with boldness the 
prophecy which David made in Psalm 
16:10 regarding the triumph of Christ 
over the grave: “For thou wilt not leave 
my soul in hell; neither wilt thou suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption.” 


The present hour finds Christ occu- 
pying the throne which is rightfully His, 
reigning over the lives of those who be- 
long to the kingdom. Let it be remem- 
bered that He said: “My kingdom is 
not of this world.” 


After the angel announced to Mary 
that she had been chosen to fashion a 
body for the Son of God, the record 
quotes her as saying: “He hath holpen 
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his servant Israel, in remembrance of 
his mercy; As he spake to our fathers, 
to Abraham, and to his seed for ever.” 
We know this was to be accomplished 
by the One born of her. As previously 
pointed out, the words “for ever” could 
not possibly refer to anything of an 
earthly nature. 


Zacharias, speaking under the anoint- 
ing of the Spirit, said: “God hath raised 
up an horn of salvation for us in the 
house of his servant David ... To per- 
form the mercy promised to our fathers, 
and to remember his holy covenant; 
The oath which he sware to our father 
Abraham.” 


This directs all minds to the fact that 
God, through Christ who was to come 
into the world, would fulfill the pro- 
mise to Abraham and bring blessing to 
the families of the earth. That the prom- 
ise to David would be fulfilled by rais- 
ing Christ from the dead and seeing 
Him seated on the throne of heaven. 


This includes the fact that Christ was 
the promised Son of David, who now 
rules His subjects, the redeemed out of 
every clime, kindred and tongue. These 
collectively comprise the true Israel 
of God to whom the promise was given. 


(See Isaiah 55:3; Romans 2:29; Colos- 
sians 2:11; Acts 13:22; Acts 2:29-35; Luke 
1:46-55; Luke 1:67-80; Romans 4:13.) 


* * * 
AUL WROTE to the Romans: “For 


they are not all Israel, which are of 
Israel: Neither, because they are the 
seed of Abraham, are they all children: 
but, In Isaac shall thy seed be called. 
That is, They which are the children 
of the flesh, these are not the children 
of God: but the children of the promise 
are counted for the seed.” 


This passage draws a line between 
the Israelitish nation and the true Is- 
rael of God. There is no essential con- 
nection between the two. Nationality 
has no bearing upon a man’s relation- 
ship to God. It is the inward work of 
the Spirit that counts. There is no such 
thing as racial salvation. Gentile and 
Jew alike must come through Calvary. 


Accurate definitions are helpful. The 
word Israel means “soldier of God” 
and was first given to Jacob after he 
wrestled with the angel at Peniel. It 
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was later applied to his descendants as 
a nation. When this people became di- 
vided into two kingdoms at the end of 
Solomon’s reign, the name was retain- 
ed by the ten tribes, or northern king- 
dom, until their nation was destroyed. 
After the Babylonian exile, those who 
returned to Jerusalem resumed the 
name. 


There was always a faithful remnant 
in national Israel. The members of this 
little flock walked pleasing before the 
Lord. They were custodians of revealed 
truth. From this line came the prophets 
and heralders of the coming King. Some 
of them are mentioned in the Hall of 
Fame, the eleventh chapter of Hebrews. 
The early Church was formed out of this 
remnant who possessed light to under- 
stand and accept the Christ. 


The old provided a pattern for the 
new. Ancient Israel provided the 
groundwork for the true Israel. Let it 
be noted, however, that there were mem- 
bers of Gentile birth in the Church 
from the beginning. Peter, speaking in 





the house of Cornelius, said: “Of a 
truth I perceive that God is no respector 
of persons.” 


At the time of Christ the word “Jew- 
ish” was in common use and referred 
to the descendants of Jacob. The name 
“Israel” referred to the same people. 


The purpose of God was fulfilled 
with the coming of Christ. The remnant 
had rendered its service. Those who re- 
belled against God, including the lead- 
ers of the nation, were cut off as might 
be expected of any group of sinners. 
Christ condemned them as “vipers.” 
Their racial origin gave them no claim 
to preferment, nor do their unbelieving, 
Christ-rejecting descendants enjoy spe- 
cial privileges today. 


Now that Christ has come and estab- 
lished His kingdom in the earth, mem- 
bers of national Israel, like all other 
nationalities, may share its glories. This 
is, of course, predicated upon accept- 
ance of God’s plan of redemption from 
sin as revealed in the Person of His 
Son. 





Old Israel, the type, disappears with 
the appearance of the true Israel. The 
types and shadows now have no value. 
Upon the true Israel, the “soldier of 
God,” has been placed the responsibil- 
ity of warfare against the powers of 
Satan. 


There is no reference in Scripture 
to another people of God separate from 
the true Israel, the Church composed of 
born again believers, the called out 
ones, the election by grace. It is ordain- 
ed that God shall accomplish His pur- 
pose in the earth by means of Christ’s 
Church, which is bone of His bone and 
flesh of -His flesh. He has no other plan. 


Natural Israel was used of God to 
bring the Saviour of men into the world 

. and the true Israel has the respon- 
sibility of presenting Him to the world.

DR. UNGER’S NEW BOOK 








R. UNGER is a specialist in Biblical 

archeology. His new book, publish- 
ed late in 1954, covers all major dis- 
coveries made since modern science be- 
gan using spades to confirm the histor- 
icity of Scripture. He brought a care- 
fully trained mind and a firm Christian 
faith into the task of research and in- 
vestigation. 


A native of Maryland, born in 1909, 
he graduated with honors from Johns 
Hopkins University. After a tenure of 
teaching in the Baltimore Polytechnical 
Institute, he decided to increase his 
knowledge of theology by enrolling as 
a student at the Southern Baptist Sem- 
inary, and later graduating from the 
Christian Alliance Institute of Nyack, 
New York. 


Then Dr. Unger served a pastorate 
for six years. In 1940 he entered the 
Dallas Theological Seminary, taking 
Th.M. and Th.D. degrees. Returning to 
Johns Hopkins, he took a Ph.D. degree 
in Bible Archeology. 


After teaching a short time in Gor- 
don Divinity School, Boston, he was 
invited back to the Dallas Theological 
Seminary and has been since 1948 Pro- 





fessor of Old Testament in that institu- 
tion. 


One sees in his monumental work, 
“Archeology and the Old Testament,” 
the fruit and results of three years of 
training and experience. 


* x * 


RCHEOLOGY had its beginning in 

1798 when Napoleon sent an expe- 
dition to Egypt for the purpose of study- 
ing the rich antiquities of the Nile Val- 
ley. With the passing of the years, two 
systems gradually emerged—one Gener- 
al and the other Biblical. The latter 
field, if more _ restricted, commands 
greater interest. Both are based upon 
excavation, decipherment and critical 
evaluation of records unearthed. 


Enthusiam for Biblical archeology 
seems to know no bounds. The reason 
lies in the supreme importance of the 
Bible itself. A ready welcome awaits 
discoveries which shed light on the his- 
torical background and contemporary 
life out of which the Holy Scriptures 
came. Whatever illuminates and illus- 
trates its pages, receives a popular re- 
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sponse. “A sure way to fame as am ar- 
cheologist,” says Dr. Unger, “is to make 
some discovery which has significant 
bearings on Biblical studies.” 


The reader of this new book will have 
the advantage of receiving the latest 
available knowledge on numerous arch- 
eological finds which remained unfin- 
ished when earlier books were written. 


A proverb says that one picture 
sometimes means more than a thousand 
words. Guided by this idea, Dr. Unger 
has generously illustrated his work with 
more than 100 characters, places, ob- 
jects and maps. The treatise will be used 
as a textbook in Bible Institutes, schools 
and colleges, but it is also adapted for 
general purposes. Every Bible student 
who picks it up will be charmed and 
gripped by its contents.

SENATOR FULBRIGHT 


ERSONS familiar with the forces 

that contributed to moulding United 
States Senator Fulbright of Arkansas 
will not censure him as severely as oth- 
ers, for his disgraceful performance 
during the McCarthy-Eisenhower Sen- 
ate fight. Neither Flanders nor Lehman 
were as venomous as Fulbright. He 
showed himself to be essentially a man 
of hate. 

While no patriotic American can con- 
done his behavior, those familiar with 
the background from which he emerged, 
will be inclined to pity him. At one 
stage in the fight, Senator Welker re- 
ferred to him as a “Rhodes Scholar” ... 
and the reference spoke volumes to mil- 
lions of Americans familiar with 
Rhodes subversion in the United States. 


Cecil Rhodes, an Englishman born 
in 1853, became enormously rich in the 
diamond mines of South Africa. He 
set the pattern for later exponents of 
one world government. 

















In 1877 he advocated “the ultimate 
recovery of the United States of Ameri- 
ca as an integral part of the British Em- 
pire.” He tried later to organize a 
world-wide secret society. Members of 
the Rothschild family of international 
Jewish bankers were his closest associ- 
ates. 

In his will, written in 1893, he set 
up a fund which made provision for 
American and German scholarships. 
This was part of a carefully thought out 
plan, designed to take future leaders of 
these two countries to England for train- 
ing in a climate of social revolution. 

Major Robert H. Williams documents 
his charge that the Rhodes organization 
has become an instrument in the hands 
of international Marxism and Zionism. 
He says: 

“In the half century since Rhodes set 
up the scholarship foundation, we have 
seen the British Empire dismantled by 
the new racial power-movement, its 
agents (as Communists and/or Zionists 
or international financiers) inciting and 
organizing other races of the world 
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against the Anglo-Saxon West. We have 
seen the swift rise of the new empire of 
the East driving out Anglo-Saxon in- 
fluence and raising the hammer and 
sickle of Jewish Marxism. Rhodes 
scholars played a considerable part in 
destroying Western influence in Asia.” 


The Rhodes organization publishes in 
the United States an official organ call- 
ed The American Oxonian ... which 
lists approximately 1200 Americans 
who have received scholarships. An 
amazingly large number are found to 
be occupying sensitive positions in the 
United States Government and areas 
where public opinion is moulded. Ap- 
proximately 100 are now connected 
with the State Department or have been 
in the recent past. 


“The percentage of Rhodes Scholars 
connected with Marxist fronts or active 
in promoting the world Socialist revo- 
lutiofi and its world government pro- 
gram is simply astounding,” says Major 
Williams. 

Dr. Otto John, recent head of the 
principal Counter Intelligence agency 
for the West German Government, who 
deserted last summer to the Communists 
of East Germany, is a Rhodes Scholar. 


Robert Lee Humber is a Rhodes 
Scholar. He will be remembered as au- 
thor of the resolution adopted by 24 
of the 48 State Legislatures calling on 
Congress to put through an act that 
would cause the alien United Nations 
flag to fly above Old Glory on all public 
and government buildings. Two States 
have reversed themselves — Georgia 
and California. Others are expected to 
follow. 

John W. Mason, president of the For- 
eign Policy Association, one of the most 
active and effective sources of subver- 
sive world government propaganda in 
our Country, is a Rhodes Scholar. 


Jere W. Patterson, an official of the 


Time-Life International, is a Rhodes 
Scholar. In fact, the left wing Time and 
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Life publications are loaded with 
Rhodes Scholars. 


Vernon Nash, a Rhodes Scholar, is 
vice president of the World Federalists, 
probably the most powerful single ag- 
ency for promoting world government. 
So is Clarence Streit, president of the 
Union Now outfit of one worlders. Dean 
Rusk, formerly of the State Department, 
now president of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, is a Rhodes Scholar. Eisen- 
hower’s last appointee to the United 
States Supreme Court, John Marshall 
Harlan, is a Rhodes Scholar. 


The list is endless. Recipients of 
Rhodes’ gratuities comprise a hard core 
of treacherous leftists in the United 
States — of whom Senator J. W. Ful- 
bright, a McCarthy foe, is one. 


ACHESON'S REDS 


OHN PATON DAVIES, a member of 
the old clique in the Acheson State 
Department that was fond of regard- 
ing Chinese Communists as genuinely 
“of the people,” has been gently kicked 
out of the State Department after a 
ninth security check. Secretary Dulles 
adopted the recommendation of the Se- 
curity Hearing Board that Davies lack- 
ed judgment, discretion, and reliability, 
but that he had no disloyal affinity to 
Communism. 

Davies is the fourth of the Depart- 
ment’s China clique to be run out on 
security grounds. John Stewart Service 
was also fired and Oliver Edmund 
Clubb and John Carter Vincent were 
permitted a more graceful exit through 
retirement on pension. All of this crowd 
exercised great leverage in the Depart- 
ment at the time the friendly National- 
ist Government of China was being un- 
dermined by American diplomacy, to 
the consequent benefit of the Reds who 
have now taken over the Country and 
made war on us in Korea. 

















In tendering his resignation as am- 
bassador to China in November, 1945, 
General Patrick J. Hurley said that he 
was consistently undercut by career 
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men in the State Department in trying 
to execute declared American policy. 

Hurley stated that when he demand- 
ed the relief of these career men, they 
were brought back to Washington and 
placed in the Chinese and far eastern 
divisions of the State Department as his 
supervisors. 

















The Senate Judiciary Committee re- 
ceived sworn testimony in 1951 that 
Davies had recommended that the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency employ and 
utilize as informants on China six per- 
sons known either as outright Commu- 
nists or fellow travelers. 


The Committee concluded that Davies 
had perjured himself in testifying to 
this episode. Its repeated demands that 
the Department of Justice consider 
grand jury action were met with stall- 
ing which has continued to the present 
day. 

Why should a clearly loyal diplomat- 
ic agent have sought to plant a group 
of notorious Communist sympathizers 
at the heart of the Country’s intelligence 
network? Until this question is satis- 
factorily answered, the Davies case must 
continue to be considered unfinished 
business.

GOSPEL DYNAMITE 


A friend, Andrew Gih, printed a large 
edition of my little salvation booklets 
in the Chinese language and sent them 
to Madame Chiang Kai-shek on For- 
mosa. A missionary later saw them 
piled high on her dining room table, 
ready to be placed in the hands of 
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wives of officers, they in turn to distri- 
bute them to hospitals and to the troops. 


Later on, Madame Chiang Kai-shek 
requested another shipment and we sent 
it. We wish to do everything possible 
to get the Gospel to Chinese soldiers be- 
fore the war which everyone expects to 
break in that part of the world. I have 
a letter of appreciation from Madame 


Chiang Kai-shek. 


I am getting calls from a dozen dif- 
ferent countries. Italian Christians are 
working on a plan to place one of my 
salvation booklets in every home in the 
city of Rome. We want to do the same 
in Tokyo and other cities. The other 
day a call came from Korea for 100,000 
booklets in the Korean language. I am 
glad to say we were able to supply the 
need. 


The printed page is dynamite. If we 
can place it behind the Iron Curtain, 
the Bamboo Curtain, and the Purple 
Curtain, then when the white man is 
driven out and missionary work is no 
longer possible (as in China), there 
will be an explosion, with souls being 
won to Christ. We must place these si- 
lent messengers everywhere. They will 
quietly, but effectively, do their work. 
Gospel seed thus planted will germin- 
ate and take root. 


They tell us that it takes only an 
average of 14 cents to win a soul by 
means of the printed page. Where can 
one make a better investment? Have 
you ever thought of doing missionary 
work by means of the printed page? 


As a matter of fact, the only way we 
are going to be able to carry out the 
Great Commission ... “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to eve- 
ry creature,” will be through literature. 
I believe this with all my heart. 


If we can put a copy of the printed 
page in millions of homes, we will 
eventually see millions of conversions. 
I know of no other way. We will never 
be able to send out a sufficient number 
of missionaries, but we can, in a syste- 
matic and businesslike way, produce the 
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printed page, salvation messages, in 
the language of the many different 
groups and arrange for mass distribu- 
tion. This is the greatest challenge on 
the world missionary front today. 


I was preaching in Rome a while 
back. I have not space to record the 
disturbance that took place. It was a 
strange experience. From Rome I went 
to Naples. There was a table on the plat- 
form of the meeting house, piled with 
Italian New Testaments. We made an 
offer. We offered to give a Testament 
to any person who had never before 
had one, if he would promise to read 
it faithfully. 


I did not know what would happen. 
I thought a few people might come for- 
ward and request copies. To my amaze- 
ment, there was a stampede. Whether 
an avalanche struck the platform, or 
what took place, I cannot say! 


As I stood watching the people 
scrambling for Testaments, I heard a 
sob. Turning to my left, I saw a group 
of Italians standing beside the platform, 
weeping. One young woman was crying 
audibly. I asked what was the matter. 


“Oh, sir,” she said, “can’t you get me 
a Testament? I’ve never had one in my 
life. I’ve always wanted to read one. 
Can’t you get me just one, sir?” 


“You see,” I said, “there is not a single 

copy left. Every one has been taken.” 
With that she broke out sobbing as if 
her heart would break. Then I spoke 
again. “Why don’t you buy one?” Never 
will I forget her answer. 


“Buy one!” she exclaimed. “Buy one? 
Do you know how much a New Testa- 
ment costs in Italy?” “No,” I said, 
“How much?” “In my Country,” she 
explained, “‘a New Testament costs (and 
she named a sum in Italian money, 
which translated equaled more than an 
American dollar). “How? Where could 
I ever save up so much money?” And 
I knew she was telling the truth. I have 
seen something of the poverty of Italy. 
I knew that she would have to deny 
herself many necessities of life to save 
enough to buy a New Testament. 
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The above picture, taken in a foreign and congested section of New 
York City, shows a street meeting in progress ... conducted by a Spanish 
Defender congregation. Meetings like this are held both Sunday and week 
nights the year round, except when inclement weather forbids. Police au- 
thorities in New York have given recognition to the work of Defender 


Churches as a deterrent to crime. 





“I’m going back to Rome,” I said. 
“Give me your name and address. When 
I get there, I will send you a New Testa- 
ment.” I did so. 


I returned to the United States a short 
time later — that fantastic Country, 
that Country so rich, so filled with lux- 
uries, that no other Country can even 
be compared to it. What Americans 
call necessities, the people of other 
countries call luxuries. I came back 
wondering if that Country could expect 
continued prosperity and blessing if it 
fails to use its resources to help carry 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ to others.

MARTIN LUTHER’S 
COMMENTARY ON ROMANS 
Translated by Dr. J. Theodore 
Mueller ...

OHN WESLEY wrote these words in 

his diary, May 24, 1738: “In the eve- 
ning I went very unwillingly to a society 
in Aldersgate Street, where one was 
reading Luther’s Preface to the Epistle 
to the Romans. About a quarter before 
nine, while he was describing the change 
which God works in the heart through 
faith in Christ, J felt my heart strangely 
warmed. 


“T felt I did trust in Christ, Christ 
alone, for my salvation; and an assur- 
ance was given me that He had taken 
my sins away, even mine, and saved me 
from the law of sin and death.” 


Dr. Luther began his lectures on the 
Epistle to the Romans in the fall of 
1515 ... two years before he nailed his 
95 Theses on the door of historic Castle 
Church. He was at the. time professor of 
sacred theology in Wittenberg Univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Mueller, who translated this 
monumental treatise from the German 
into English, explains how the book of 
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Romans helped shape the Reformer’s 
thought and conduct: “As Luther slow- 
ly and painstakingly prepared his lec- 
tures, he gradually came to a clear 
knowledge of the central teaching of 
Scripture, the doctrine of justification 
by grace through faith in Christ without 
works.” 


This glorious truth, the essence of 
which is stated in Romans 1:17, finally 
brought to Luther the peace of mind 
and heart that he vainly sought in the 
medieval church. And through him it 
became the keystone of the Refor- 
mation. 


An analogy has been discovered be- 
tween the experiences of Luther and 
Augustine. The latter finally chose 
Christianity and committed his life to 
Christ after reading Romans.

GOD IN THE FLESH 
Matt. 16:13-17; Jn. 1:1-14; 5:17-18; 
Phil. 2:5-11: Col. 1:15-20; 
Heb. 1:1-4. 











EMORY TEXT: “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by me.” John 14:6. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. John declares the deity of Christ. John 1:1-3. 

B. Paul describes the humanity of Christ. 
Philippians 2:5-11. 

C. Peter confesses Jesus to be the Christ. 
Matthew 16:16-18. 

D. Jesus identifies Himself as the Son of God. 
John 14:8-12. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES. 
SON IS “WORD.” 


Today’s lesson is designed to answer 
the question: Who is Jesus? Several 
witnesses, eye witnesses, are introduced. 
The first, whose answer awaits our con- 
sideration, was Christ’s close personal 
friend, John, the man with the tender 
heart, who rested his head on the Mas- 
ter’s bosom. John knew Jesus ... and 
out of this acquaintance affirmed faith 
in His deity. This is the central belief 
of the Christian religion. 


“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God. The same was in the begin- 
ning with God. All things were made 
by him; and without him was not any- 
thing made that was made . 
Word was made flesh, and dwelt among 


us.” John 1:1,2,3,14. 


This, perhaps the most profound pas- 
sage. of all Scripture, makes three af- 
firmations. (The Greek word Logos, 
translated “Word,” refers to the divine 
Saviour.) 


. and the |: 





a. The Word is eternal. b. The Word 
is identical in essence with God. c. The 
Word became manifest in human form. 


Those who really knew Jesus realized 
that they beheld not simply an extra- 
ordinary personality but the glory of 
One who was none other than “the only 
begotten of the Father, full of grace 
and truth.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
16:16. 


“Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God.” 

The setting which produced this 
great confession by Peter was a rendez- 
vous with Christ and His disciples. 
“Whom do men say that I the Son of 
man am?” Various answers were given. 
“But whom say ye that I am?” Peter 
spoke for the group ... and also for 
every true Christian in the entire sweep 
of Church history. 


Said the Christ: “And I say also unto 
thee, That thou art Peter, and upon this 
rock I will build my church.” Two 
words are used here to convey delicate 
shades of meaning. 


“I say unto thee, thou art petras,” 
meaning a small, insecure stone or peb- 
ble. “Upon this petra,” meaning a large, 
immovable rock. Peter confessed 
Christ’s deity, Who in turn said His 
Church would be built upon that fact. 


The Church’s one foundation 
Is Jesus Christ her Lord, 
She is the new creation 
By water and the blood. 


“The whole of the New Testament 
teaching concerning Jesus is that He 
was in a lonely, unique, specific sense 
the Son of God; not a son, but the Son; 
not one among a company of sons, but 
alone, different, separate from all others 
in the mystic relationship which He 


bore to God.” — G. Campbell Morgan. 
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(3) THE KEY FACT: “CHRIST IS 
GOD.” 


Paul was giving a lesson on Chris- 
tian humility when he turned the sub- 
ject to the earth life of Christ, known 
in theological vernacular as the “great 
humiliation.” The Philippian passage 
(2:5-11) falls into four divisions. 


a. The description begins with Christ 
being eternal and equal in existence 
with God. b. It ends with a descrip- 
tion of His torture and death, instigat- 
ed by Jews. c. Between the beginning 
and end, the incarnation is described. 
d. Beyond the Cross a portrayal of the 
resurrection, ascension and exaltation 
is given. 


During His earth life, Jesus was a 
perfect being, devoid of sin. Dr. W. D. 
Herrstrom points out that by virtue of 
the virgin birth, the Son of God was 
above nationality and “therefore had a 
perfect human nature in the same sense 
as the first Adam in Eden before the 
fall.” 


Leftist theologians who say Christ 
never professed to be more than man 
should read John 14:8-14. “Philip saith 
unto him, Lord, shew us the Father.” 
This plea, spoken on the evening of 
Christ’s betrayal, suggests three things: 


a. Experience with God can alone 
fill the aching void of the soul. 6. Even 
the disciples did not, at that time, fully 
appreciate the teachings of Christ re- 
garding His deity. c. They knew, how- 
ever, that He had the capacity for re- 
vealing God to our humanity.

January 23, 1955 
THE PERSON AND MINISTRY 
OF THE HOLY SPIRIT 
Jn. 14:25-26: 16:7-15; Acts 2:1-4;

MORY TEXT: “Ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you.” Acts 1:8.

A. The deity of the Holy Spirit. I Corinthians

B. The work of the Holy Spirit anticipated.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES. 
SON IS “COMFORTER.” 


Jesus gave His disciples a special 
message of comfort just prior to the 
ascension. He sought to prepare them 
for His departure. Lonely days were 
ahead. They would miss Him terribly. 
He wished them to be in an attitude of 
heart and mind to cooperate with the 
Holy Spirit. He introduced the Third 
Person of the eternal Trinity as the One 
who would transact the business of 
deity during the age of the Church. 


“Nevertheless I tell you the truth; it 
is expedient for you that I go away: 
for if I go not away, the Comforter will 
not come unto you; but if I depart, I 
will send him unto you.” 


The word “Comforter” is derived 
from the Greek Paraclete. The surface- 
ful translation, conveying the thought 
of divine comfort for Christ’s followers, 
is beautiful ... but there is also a deep- 
er meaning. Paraclete suggests the re- 
velation of God to the consciousness of 
the believer by “One who comes near 
to help.” 


Let it be noted that when introduc- 
ing the One who would soon take 
charge, our Lord used the appellations 
“he” and “him.” The Holy Spirit is a 
person, not an impersonal principle, a 
mathematical calculation or a mere in- 
fluence. He is a person in the same sense 
that Christ was a person, in the days of 


His flesh. 


It is possible to fellowship, to talk, 
to have communion with a person. This 
is an important fact to bear in mind, 
emphasized in today’s lesson for all 
who would enter the realm where “eye 
hath not seen, nor ear heard ... but 
God hath revealed them unto us by his 
Spirit.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 1:8. 


“Ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you.” 


4 The Greek term here translated 
power” is dunamis, and compares 
favorably with our word dynamite. 
Strong’s Exhaustive Concordance de- 
fines it as “force, strength, mighty, mir- 
aculous, abundance.” 


Returning to the upper room, as Je- 
sus instructed, the little band of believ- 
ers touched off an explosion that event- 
ually jarred the entire civilized world 
and produced repercussions upon all 
subsequent generations. 


“And when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come ... suddenly there came 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind ... and there appeared unto them 
cloven tongues like as of fire ... and 


they were filled with the Holy Ghost, 





and began to speak with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave them utterance.” 


“The symbols of fire, wind and ton- 
gues were expressive of the testimony 
and service which were to be inaugur- 
ated on that day of Pentecost as the 
most important efforts thenceforward 
of the Christian community. The Spirit 
of God that day brought a new power to 
the disciples. Pentecost involved a new 
era and operation of the Holy Spirit 
such as never existed before. (John 


G30) 


“To the disciples, the gift of the 
Holy Spirit at Pentecost may be said 
to be analogous to the descent of the 
Holy Spirit on Christ at His baptism. 
It was an initiation into and consecra- 
tion for specific service for God. Above 
all, Pentecost was the entrance of the 
Holy Spirit into human life to make 
real the work of Christ. Up to now, His 
followers were waiting for the endue- 
ment with power which had been prom- 
ised to them. (Luke 24:49; Acts 1:4-5)” 
— W. H. Griffith Thomas. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: “THE HOLY 
SPIRIT IS GOD.” 


The Holy Ghost, as a member of the 
eternal Trinity, has enjoyed conscious 
existence from the dawn of eternity. He 
was present at the creation of man. 
Hence the words: “Let us make man.” 


Three Persons comprise the Trinity 
— Father, Son and Holy Ghost. The 
English word “person” comes from the 
Latin “persona” and means a mask, rep- 
resenting the outward form in which 
a self-conscious being lives and has ex- 
pression. God, the one eternal Spirit, 
manifests through three masks or per- 
sonalities. The three are one in sub- 
stance but individual in manifestation. 


It was foreordained from eternity 
that the Holy Ghost should be dominant 
in the Church. The fathers who wrote 
the Apostles’ Creed had this in mind 
when they coined the immortal words: 
“T believe in the Holy Ghost.”

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “MAN.” 


A basic philosophical concept is 
noted in today’s lesson ... namely, that 
in some way for which the philosopher 
has no explanation, man possesses a 
mind bigger than the universe of which 
he is a part. Bible students have an ex- 
planation, for they read in the Genesis 
statement of creation that man was 
given “dominion” (the word is used 
twice in the account as if to emphasize 
the great power and responsibility pos- 
sessed by human beings). 

With the coming of the atomic age, 
man’s mastery has been greatly increas- 
ed, reminding us that he himself needs 
a master. It is a staggering thought that 
men of evil and depraved natures, to- 
day possess knowledge by which the 
ag could be dissolved if put to use. 

e history of man’s ever-increasing 
mastery demonstrates the necessity of 
reliance upon God. 





Man, once exalted, became wicked 
and depraved through rebellion against 
the will of God. The downward spiral 
continued until “every imagination of 
the thoughts of his heart was only evil 
continually. And it repented the Lord 
that he had made man on the earth.” 


This behaviour invited judgment, the 
great deluge in Noah’s day. An even 
more devastating penalty will be levied 
against modern man if he does not mend 
his wicked ways. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS PSALM 8:4. 


“What is man, that thou art mindful 
of him? and the son of man, that thou 
visitest him? For thou hast made him 
a little lower than the angels, and hast 
crowned him with glory and honour.” 


The writer of the Hebrews quotes 
Psalm 8:4-6 and applies the passage 
to the coming of Christ into the world. 
God’s way for salvaging the wreck 
caused by the fall of man was to send 
His Son down to human levels. Man 
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has been visited! God is mindful of 
him! 

The Psalmist continues: “Thou mad- 
est him to have dominion over the works 
of thy hands.” (Some writers insist that 
the word “angels” should be translated 
“God.”) Three things are affirmed: 

a. Man was created an exalted being. 
b. He was adorned “with glory and 
honour.” c. He was divinely endowed 
with dominion over “all things.” 

When Christ “visited” this earth, He 
took man’s place in the first two and 
brought the third into sight. The Sav- 
iour assumed certain limitations of hu- 
man nature, lower than God or even 
angels (deathless creatures) that He 
might suffer death. But He was crowned 
with glory and honor through His re- 
surrection triumph. Finally, the prom- 
ise came into plain view that all things 
will be eventually brought under His 
control. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: “MAN NEEDS 
A SAVIOUR.” 


“For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God.” Romans 3:23. 
This verse, lifted from Paul’s remark- 
able discussion of works and grace and 
inserted into the lesson for today, takes 
in the sum total of humanity. All have 
sinned. All need a Saviour. There are 
no exceptions. 

Every individual has “come short of 
the glory of God.” This glory refers to 
moral excellence, holiness and good- 
ness. Although lost through sin, they 
can be restored through Christ. 

Martin Luther wrote as follows on 
Romans 3:23, “Men are altogether with- 
out any virtue in which they may have 
glory before God. They have no right- 
eousness at all of which to boast for we 
read in I Corinthians 1:29, ‘No flesh 
should glory in his presence.’ The real 
glory before God is righteousness, wis- 
dom and spiritual strength, and all 
these come from God and are given to 
us freely by His grace. In these we 
glory, both in God and with respect to 
God.” 


LESSON NUMBER FOUR 





February 6, 1955 
SAVED BY GRACE 


Luke 15:11-24; Eph. 2:1-10; 
Titus 2:11-14; I John 4:10. 











EMORY TEXT: “Herein is love, 
not that we loved God, but that he 

loved us, and sent his Son to be the pro- 
pitiation for‘ our sins.” I John 4:10. 

The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 

A. Man’s need. Luke 15:16-18. 

B. God’s source of supply. Ephesians 2:8-9.

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(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES. 
SON IS “GRACE.” 


Today’s lesson is devoted entirely to 
God’s work in man through the medium 
of divine grace. The word comes from 
the Greek charis and appears more than 
150 times in the New Testament. Paul 
makes at least 100 references to it in his 
Epistles. 


In classical Greek, the term meant 
beauty, attractiveness, that which de- 
lights and charms. Its use suggested 
graciousness, or kindness done. But 
these definitions do not encompass the 
full meaning of the grace of God mani- 
fested in Christ. The human language 
vehicle had to be flooded with a new 
meaning. 


New Testament usage defines grace 
as an attitude of love, mercy and kind- 
ness, exercised on the part of God to- 
ward unworthy, undeserving men 
through merit in the atoning work of 
Jesus Christ. 


W. M. Manson says: “It implies that 
what saves man is not something pro- 
ceeding from himself, or from his own 
nature, or from his own will, or effort, 
but something which proceeds wholly 
from God and which is exhibited in the 
Cross of Christ.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 15:21. 


“And the son said unto him, Father, 
I have sinned against heaven, and in 
thy sight, and am no more worthy to 
be called thy son.” 


These are the words of the prodigal 
son, returning home after a period of 
time wasted in dissipation and riotous 
living. The word “grace” does not ap- 
pear in the story, but in no passage of 
Scripture is the principle more in evi- 
dence. 


The younger of two sons having an 
inheritance coming due, to which he 
could make legitimate claim, took his 
share, left home and journeyed into a 
far country. Conceive the pain of the 
parents as they watched him assemble 
“all” his goods, preparatory to leaving 
their fireside forever (as they thought). 
Parental discipline, restraints involved 
in living a righteous life, galled him. 


“There arose a mighty famine in that 
s +) 
country; and he began to be in want. 


Dr. G. Campbell Morgan says: “The 
godless life at last burns itself out.’ 
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And yet, in his caloused nature there 
remained a streak of virtue. The record 
says, “He arose.” The father, seeing 
him in the distance, ran to meet him, 
flung his arms about his rags and 
smothered him with kisses. That is the 
way God receives sinners. The prodigal 
son deserved nothing, but was given the 
best. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: “SINNERS ARE 
SAVED BY GRACE.” 


No clearer teaching on grace will be 
found in Scripture than that given by 
Paul in the book of Ephesians. “For by 
grace are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: Not of works, lest any man should 
boast.” Ephesians 2:8-9. 


A parallel thought is found in Paul’s 
letter to the Romans: “God hath made 
him ( Christ) to be sin for us who knew 
no sin.” 


The doctrine of grace means that we 
stand in His shoes, not our own. He did 
for us what we never could have done 
for ourselves. As our Substitute, we are 
justified, legally justified, in expecting 
and accepting forgiveness of sin, cancel- 
lation of our debt and deliverance from 
all sense of guilt. Not works, not law, 
but grace!

THE IN-CHRISTED LIFE 


Jn. 3:1-21: 10:7-16; Acts 16:19-34 
Rom. 6:6; II Cor. 5:17: Col. 1:27. 











EMORY TEXT: “I am come that 
they might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly.” John 
10:10. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. The old man out of Christ. Romans 6:6. 

B. The new man in Christ. II Corinthians 5:17. 

C. The more abundant life. John 10:1¢. 

D. Christ in you the hope of glory. Colossians 
1:27. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES. 
SON IS “NEW.” 


Christ is the life of the spiritual 
kingdom. Christianity in its ultimate 





sense is the uncreated, eternal life of 
Christ, begotten in the heart, deposited 
in the core of human _ personality 
through supernatural regeneration. 
Then the meaning of Colossians 3:3 is 
realized, “Your life is hid with Christ 
in God.” And I John 5:12, “He that 
hath the Son hath life; and he that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life.” 


The natural man does not possess 
eternal life by nature. He becomes re- 


sponsive to the presence and power of , 


the Holy Spirit only after the great 
transition described by our Lord as the 
new birth. The spiritual birth is no less 
real than the physical birth. 


The soul in Christ is a new creature, 
a member of the new creation, possess- 
ing a higher order of life than can be 
acquired through physical birth. 


In-Christed man is not a mere evolu- 
tion of a natural man. He is a new crea- 
ture in the complete sense of the term. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS II COR- 
INTHIANS 5:17. 


“Therefore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are 
become new.” 


The New Testament speaks of two 
Adams. To be born once is to be identi- 
fied with the first Adam. To be born 
twice, is to be identified with the second 
Adam. Christ is to the new race of born- 
again Christians, what Adam was to 
the old race that fell into sin. “The 
first Adam was made a living soul; the 
last Adam was made a quickening spir- 
it.” I Corinthians 15:45. 


A tree 50 years old stands in the or- 
chard. A young twig is grafted into it. 
Then, how old is the life that surges 
through the twig? Answer ... the life 
of the twig becomes the same as that of 
the tree. 


By the new birth, the human spirit 
is grafted into Christ. The regenerated 
personality becomes the recipient of the 
same uncreated, eternal life which the 
world saw manifested in the flesh nine- 
teen centuries ago. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: “TRUE CHRIS- 
TIANS BEAR SPIRITUAL FRUIT.” 
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The relation of the believer to Christ 
becomes that of branch to the vine. 
Christ is the vine. The twice-born be- 
liever is the branch. Sap (life) flows 
from the vine to the branch. This flow 
produces fruit — the fruits of the Spir- 
at. 

“Time wears out all things else. It 
crumbles the mountains, dims the sun- 
shine, loosens the machinery of the 
universe; but it cannot touch or im- 
pair the life of the blessed God, whether 
it be in Himself, or imparted through 
Jesus Christ to the hearts of those who 
love Him. When once that life has come 
to indwell the believer’s heart, it must 
remain.”
